Phil Owens, superintendent - 
of the Corkscrew Swamp Sane- I 
tuary, said he flew over the i 
swamp last weekend and saw 1 
nests with as many as five 
eggs in them. He said that was 1 
very unusual. The most eggs : 
produced by the wood ibis is ' 
usually three, Owens said. The f 
wood ibis has failed to raise 
any young for the past four ; 
years because of hurricanes, t 
freezes and droughts. ■
